Stoops accepted the job on the

Senate Committee Announces 
New Parking Proposal

After much deliberation and 
endless polling of the students, the 
Student Association Senate Ad-hoc 
Committee on Parking has come up 
with what Committee Chairperson 
Phil Schmidt says is a "whiz bang 
solution!" 

"After a lot of polling and other 
methods we use to determine such 
things, we think we have found the 
absolute best solution to the pro- 
blem of parking on Mary 
Washington's campus," said 
Schmidt. 

The solution is a take off on double 
parking that is popular in many 
areas that have parallel spaces. 

Schmidt explains, "At each park- 
ing area on campus we will place a 
crane with a giant electro-magnet.
